Bobby Smith says this was his plan 
all along. 

The Halifax Mooseheads’ 
majority owner stepped down as 
head coach over the weekend, 
part of a top-to-bottom house¬ 
cleaning behind the bench, say¬ 
ing his decision to take over for 
Cam Russell last October was nev¬ 
er designed as a long-term move. 

“I never planned on coaching 
this team next year,” Smith said 
Saturday. 

Smith said he wanted a change 
behind the bench after a 4-9-1 start 
but needed time to find a long¬ 
term replacement. 

He had high expectations when 
he took over, but went 16-34-2-2 
and suffered a four-game first- 


round sweep from the QMJHL 
playoffs. 

“No question, I would have 
liked if we won more games and 
I would have liked if we did better 
in the playoffs,” Smith admitted. 

Smith said he enjoyed being 
head coach, but age caught up to 
his young team. 

“I did not make this excuse to 
(media) during the season, or to 
the players, certainly, but... maybe 
I underestimated what disadvan¬ 
tage we were at with two 19-year- 
olds and 11 rookies, which was 
part of our building process, 
against teams that were further 
along the road,” Smith said.

A serial drunk driver who 
plowed into a family’s sport 
utility vehicle two years ago 
before driving off has lost 
his appeal of his 8M-year 
consecutive sentence. 

The Nova Scotia Court of 
Appeal said in a judgment 
released Friday that Teny 
Naugle is not a typical 
drunk driver, noting that 
previous attempts at reha¬ 
bilitation have failed. 

“Mr. Naugle was not sen¬ 
tenced more severely be¬ 
cause he is an alcoholic, but 
for committing crimes that 
reflected a complete disre-

gard for accepted norms of 
behaviour,” Justice Duncan 
Beveridge wrote in an 
unanimous decision by the 
three-judge panel. 

“The sentence separates 
him from society to prevent 
him, at least while incarcer¬ 
ated, from recidivism. 
Hopefully it will deter him, 
and demonstrate to others, 
that this type of behaviour 
is a serious crime and will 
be treated as such.”

Never mind the substance, 
check out the style. 

The Liberal campaign 
platform launch yesterday 
wasn’t just an opportunity 
for the party to tout its 
“family pack” policy agen¬ 
da paid for by billions in 
business tax hikes. 

The online launch of the 
94-page document was de¬ 
signed as a study in 
contrasts between Liberal 
Leader Michael Ignatieff 
and Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper as Canadi¬ 
an voters consider their 
ballot choices for May 2. 

“This is what democracy 
looks like,” said Ignatieff, 
speaking without notes or 
TelePrompTer in a hotel 


ballroom ringed with seat¬ 
ed supporters like an 
amphitheatre. 

“This is the right way to 
do it folks. This is the only 
way to do it in a democracy. 
You put ideas out, you 
defend them clearly and 
then you stand and answer 
questions in front of the 
Canadian people.” 

The launch format 
included video addresses 
from Liberal candidates — 
all women— heralding 
four family-friendly 
platform elements: pension 
reforms; post-secondaiy ed¬ 
ucation; home care; and 
early childhood education. 

“The other guys are a 
one-man band,” Ignatieff 
said of Harper. “I’ve got a 
team.”

Red Book launch 


The detailed Liberal 
platform release comes 
unusually early in the 
36 -day campaign. 

► It mirrors the Liberal 
launch of their 1993 cam¬ 
paign Red Book that was 
also delivered in a budg¬ 
et-style media lockup at a 
downtown Ottawa hotel 
— designed to lend an air 
of credibility to a policy 
blueprint. 

► This time, the document 
also went out online, 
something Ignatieff said 
made “a little bit of histo¬ 
ry.” 


Stephen Harper started 
the second week of his fed¬ 
eral election campaign in 
his personal comfort zone: 
Listening to some AC/DC 
and playing a little hockey. 

He stayed in his policy 
comfort zone as well. 

Harper announced that, 
if elected, the Tories would 
double the existing tax 
credit for children’s sports 
to $1,000 and introduce a 
$500 credit for adults. 

But neither will come 
into force until the budget 
is balanced — or not until 
2015-16, according to Tory 
estimates. 

“A re-elected Conserva¬ 
tive government will enact 
both of these measures be-

An officer was shot 
dead in a second day of 
clashes in the city of Kan¬ 
dahar* said provincial 
health director Qayum 
Pokhla. Two officers and 
18 civilians were wound¬ 
ed, he said. 

In Jalalabad, the largest 
city in the east* hundreds 
of people blocked the 
main highway for three 
hours, shouting for U.S. 
troops to leave, burning an 
effigy of President Barack 
Obama and stomping on a 
drawing of a U.S, flag. 

The violence was set off 
by anger over the March 


20 burning of the Qur'an 
by a Florida church — the 
same church whose pastor 
had threatened to do so 
last year on the anniver¬ 
sary of the Sept. 11 at¬ 


tacks, triggering world¬ 
wide outrage. 

The protests* which be¬ 
gan Friday, also appear to 
be fuelled more broadly by 
the resentment that has 


been building for years in 
Afghanistan over the oper¬ 
ations of Western military 
forces, blamed for killing 
and mistreating civilians.

Well, Brad Johns certainty kicked over a few 
hornets 1 houses. 

T he councillor for Middle and Upper 

Sackvillc-Lucasville had the temerity last 
month to suggest "individuals or businesses 
directly involved with the development in¬ 
dustry’* be banned from contributing to lo¬ 
cal candidates 1 elections. 

Within days, prominent Halifax developer Wadih 
Tares was demanding an apology. “ Who does he 
think we are? A bunch of Mafia," he asked allnovasco- 
tia.com. 

Fares, a Progress magazine 2009 Entrepreneur of 
the Year, owns and manages more than 600 local 
properties and is currently developing the S30-million 
Trillium condo project on South Park Street. 

Chronicle-Herald columnist Manila Stephenson 
punctuated her report on Johns' motion with an 
appalled: “Get this 

Johns’ fellow councillor Debbie Hum had "great 
concerns. There are a whole lot of implications,” 

Oh ... why is everyone so knickcr-knotted? 

By Johns' own rough calculations, 30 per cent of 
council decisions involve development of one sort or 
another — from home renovations, to suburban sub¬ 
divisions. to S 150-million-plus projects like the what- 
ever-happened-to the Twisted Sisters towers to 
public-private partnerships like the proposed S500- 
mil lion convention centre complex. 

Late last year, Dalhousie's Planning and Design 
Centre produced a map showing 23 approved down¬ 
town projects. 

Total cost for the 17 that included price tags: More 
than S I A billion. 

That's a lot of money, a lot of reasons for a develop¬ 
er to tiy to nudge a bureaucrat's recommendation or 
a politician's vote. 

Not to suggest this has ever, ever happened in Hali¬ 
fax, of course. 

But in cities with greater transparency and/or a 
more curious press, such things do sometimes 
happen. 

In Vancouver in 2008, for example, council secretly 
approved — shades of Concertgate — a Si 00-million 
loan to the developer of the Olympic village. 

In Montreal, Maclean s reported in 2009 that “the 
city’s real estate corporation, run by (the mayor’s} for¬ 
mer chief of staff, was found to have made a 
sweetheart land deal to a well-connected developer.” 

Although Johns has wisely now expanded his mo¬ 
tion to include all corporations and unions, I'm still 
curious to know why so many people seem to have 
such difficulty with Johns' simple desire to “remove 
the ability to make an accusation/’ 

Curious.

Sheen's publicist Larry 
Solters declined to com¬ 
ment after the show, bur 
Sheen reappeared after the 
house lights went up to 
thank those who re¬ 
mained. 

Fans who arrived at the 
theatre — some who had 
to fly in for the show — 
said they were hoping to 
see the increasingly eccen¬ 
tric actor deliver some of 
the colourful rants that 
have made him an Inter¬ 
net star since his ugly 
falling out with CBS and 


the producers of Two and a 
Half Men, 

They got the ranting. It 
just wasn't funny. 

“I expected him to at 
least entertain a little bit. 
It was just a bunch of rant¬ 
ing," said Rodney Gagnon, 
34 * of Windsor, Ont, 

On Twitter, where 
Sheen has amassed some 
3.4 million followers, 
some fans were already 
predicting a premature 
end for the planned 20-city 
tour, which was scheduled 
to resume last night in 
Chicago. 

“Charlie Sheen thanks 
for saying goodbye! Piece 
of advice cancel the rest of 
your tour," someone tweet¬ 
ed under the name 
ChrstosMo. 


The show started well 
for the 45-year-old Sheen, 
with the audience stand¬ 
ing and cheering as he and 
the women he calls his 
“goddesses" took the 
stage. The women, a for¬ 
mer pom star and an ac¬ 
tress who live with him, 
carried placards with the 
words “War" and “Lock," a 
reference to Sheen's re¬ 
cent description of himself 
as a warlock, 

“I don’t see a single 
empty seat," he said. 

Not long into the show, 
though, an audience mem¬ 
ber booed, prompting 
Sheen to sanguinely reply* 
“I 1 ve already got your mon¬ 
ey, dude."

The fourth annual Earth 
Hour was observed across 
Canada last Saturday 
evening. From 8:30 to 9:30 
p.m., lights dimmed in 
hundreds of communities, 
as Canadians lent their ef¬ 
forts to a global initiative 
to reduce power use. 

But in Canada at least, 
the savings were fairly 
negligible. Toronto saved 
only half the power of a 
year ago. Other big cities 
also showed reduced re¬ 
sults, and in Edmonton, 
electricity consumption 
actually went up. So, was 
it a success? Is Earth Hour 
an idea that’s worth pursu¬ 
ing? 

“Absolutely, it’s a useful 
exercise,” says Stacey Mc¬ 
Carthy, communications 
manager for WWF-Canada 


in Halifax. “We’re very 
happy that the number of 
participating cities, munic¬ 
ipalities and towns in 
Canada increased to 422 
this year. It was 304 a year 
ago.” 

McCarthy insists rising 
participation — as op¬ 
posed to kilowatt-hours 
saved — is the better meas¬ 
ure of Earth Hour’s effec¬ 


tiveness. 

“The one hour is a sym¬ 
bolic demonstration more 
than an effort to save pow¬ 
er,” she says. “We just 
want to see awareness in¬ 
creasing, and that’s what 
did happen. Earth Hour is 
becoming a common 
household term. It’s excit¬ 
ing to see Canadians click 
in and say ‘I need to do

something about this.’” 

Jennifer Link, 

spokesperson for Toronto 
Hydro, agrees. 

“Generally, conserva¬ 
tion is a year-round activi¬ 
ty,” she says.

Bobby Smith is in no rush 
to replace himself. 

The Halifax Moose-
